X  HE  completion  of  another  Volume  calls  upon  us  to  acknowledge 
mththaalu  ibs  support  vbich  we  have  received  from  out  Conespond- 
taU;  and  &  few  wonla  conceroiag  our  own  exertiona  will  not  poiiaps  bo 
ihr^td  aa|MTfluous.  The  prominent  character  of  our  1u>out>  has 
Utherto  been  that  of  pleasantly  announcing  and  stating  mattera  in 
bBBHM,  Uterature,  taste,  and  on  all  other  subjects ;  in  short,  catching 
"  Ike  mannoB  living  as  they  rise ;"  and  by  thu  plaiii  we  preeerre  and 
cddxate  nany  things,  which  any  other  form  of  pubUcalion  would  fiul 
to  do.  This  we  mention,  because  we  uncerely  bdieve  that,  were  it  not

^Mly  connected  with  Scieace,  ahstrocted  &om  tbe  grand  concerns  <d

TVwgh  much  has  been  .Jready  done  towards  illustrating  the  Local 
m  well  as  the  Biographical  Histo^  ot  KugiMxl,  much  remains  to  be 
performed :  Ajx  circle  in  this  department  ia  by  no  means  diffused,  but 
we  have  endeavoured  to  convey  the  most  rcDtarkable  information  in  a 
MnQ  compass,  without  attempting  (o  embody  local  traditions,  <x  sub- 
Miiute  anecdotes,  unsupported  by  authority,  for  facts.  The  lighter 
fanikcbes  of  Topography  have  been  treated  upon  in  our  Miscellaneous 
Conespondence ;  and  as  it  b  our  wish  to  render  our  AUoAaiNa  a 
Jgiacdhny  wUch  may  be  valued  in  fntore  years,  we  have  generally

Ere  have  long  kept  an  expectant  eye  to  the  period  when  England 
B^  boast  of  acomplete^tem  ofTopography,  and  lament  that  several 
Coontica  still  remain  without  an  Historian  :  it  ia  to  be  hoped,  however, 
thac  tbey  will  not  long  lie  under  that  imputation ;  the  difficulty  yearly 
^rrmirfj  materials  are  amassed  with  much  greater  facility  than  beie- 
teton  i  and  tbe  most  minute  investigation  may  now  detect "  falsehood 
jendered  venerable  by  prgndice."  While,  however,  we  state  what  we 
wbb  to  be  aocompUsbed,  let  us  not  forget  what  has  been  done.  The 
Jfistonan*  of  Leimterriiire,  Surrey,  and  Cheshire,  have  happily  lived  to 
ate  their  Vtdnmes  most  favourably  received  by  the  Publick.  The  Hia- 
Mrica  of  tbe  Counties  of  Hertford,  Northampton,  Durham,  and  York, 
are  in  a  progreMive  state )  Wiltshire  will  soon  be  in  the  Presa ;  and 
will  be  folknred,  it  is  confidently  hoped,  by  those  of  Oxford  and 
Cnabridge.  The  Visitations  of  Durham  (an  example  which  we  wish

forashiie.  Nor  must  we  forget  the  Translation  of  the  Saxon  Chrobicle, 
by  Hist  Gumey,  altbough  ita  circulation  is  but  private ;  and  in  local 
Topography,  the  Histories  of  Gloucester,  LicbGeld,  Worcester^  Boeton> 
Morncastle,  St  Neot's,  and  Woburo ;  the  four  latter  of  whicb,  as  pro- 
ceeding from  Counties  hitherto  neglecttd,  ha*e  our  warmest  coimnenda' 
tions  and  wishes  for  their  extension.  Several  separate  Parishes  in  Mid- 
dlesex have  also  been  described,  bj  Mr.  Robinson  and  Mr.  Faulkner, 
who  are  both  (it  ia  hopod)  in  farther  progress. 

It  has  follen  to  our  lot  to  record  the  lives  of  several  illustrioas  cha- 
racters who  have  psud  the  debt  of  Nature  within  this  year :  His  late  Khr 
jesty,  amalnU  nomen !  the  I>uke  of  Kent,  the  Duchess  of  York ;  and  to 
descend  into  private  life  (among  other  honourable  names),  aMansel,  a 
Bennet,  a  Banks,  a  Dollond,  a  Tooke,  a  Uayley,  a  Wolferstan,  and  the 
Tooerable  Sir  Hugh  Inglis.  Yet  is  the  Literary  force  of  this  country 
not  innpairedi  and  it  must  surely  redound  to  the  scientific  fiune  ck 
England,  if,  when  many  of  her  bnghtest  ornaments  have  passed  away, 
her  splendour  is  not  diminished.

"  JeanSaptiil'e  Joieph  Willart  de  Ort- 
conrt  wat  bom  at  Tann,  in  IG&3.  He 
atudied  diTinity  at  Pari),  and  in  1697  val 
appoiateJ  minitler  of  the  diorch  »f  SL 
Hanin.  alToun.  He  publiahcd  aereral 
•eriDOni.  vbich  are,  howeier,  rather  la- 
liiical  effuiiona  than  moral  and  relifioaB 
dUcouraei.  Finding  the  liluatioa  he  thaa 
held  too  ilull  and  uoiform  for  liii  actire 
turn  of  mind,  he  reiigned  it  aud  went  to 
Parit,  where,  oo  account  of  hil  brilliant 
wit  and  agreeable  mannen,  be  met  with 
little  dittculty  io  iotroduciiig  himnlf  to 
the  beat  lociety.  He  wat  fortunate  enoogh 
lo  attract  the  atleiilion   of  tbe   Manhal 

time  at  bii  ieat  Verelt,  in  Breisgne, 
which  Gricourt  ufed  to  call  a  terrettiial 
paradiie.  Bere  he  produced  a  variety  of 
tale*  iu  leree  and  epigrama,  which  he  had 
a  particularly  happy  manner  of  (ecitiD(. 
He  died  at  Toun,  in  tbe  year  1743.

galiuii*  eitabii'hing  no  principles,  nnd 
without  obvious  uiilily.  Ic  it  known, 
on  (he  cuiitiaty,  Ibai  be  bat  devoted 
himieir,  wiih  unceaiing  perseverance, 
tu  object!  of  the  firtt  practical  beiivHi, 
and  it  would  not  be  diflicult  to  produce  a 
lung  list  of  impruvemenli  in  agriculturo 
and  horticulture,  fur  which  we  are  in- 
debted lu  his  patient  industry.

Sir  Joseph  Banks  bat  bequratbed  hia 
fine  library  to  the  Uritisb  Museum  {  and 
hnt  Isit  SOOL  a  year  tu  Mr.  Hrown,  bU 
secretary,  and  tome  trifling  legaciea.

ing  to  the  PaUialah  Rajah,  aixteen  or  ae- 
venteeo  milei  from  Umbellab,  and  eighty 
from  Lodiaoa.  Tbe  day  wat  Tery  dear 
and  lerene,  and  ai  aioa!  at  that  aeaioa 
of  the  year,  oot  a  cloud  wit  to  be  leeo. 
nor  wa)  there  in  the  temperature  of  the  air 
any  thing  to  engage  their  attemionj  the 
thermometer,  of  coune,  may  be  ttaled  at 
about  6B  in  thade.  The  report  wai  heard 
m  all  the  cirenauacent  towoi  and  villaget, 
to  tbe  diiiance  of  80  con,  or  25  lailti, 
from  Dooralla.  Tbe  Pattialah  Ra^ab'a 
Vakeel,  being  ia  iltMidanca  here  when 
yoor  letter  reached  me,  1  deaired  bim 
to  eapraaa  ray  with  to  the  Rajah  to  have 
thit  itonei  aod  aa  it  appaan  that  he  had 
been  led  to  contider  it  ratber  aa  a  met.

It  weight  rather  more  than 
U  ponndi,  and  ia  covered  with  a  pellicle, 
thinner  than  a  wafer,  of  a  black  aulpha- 
reont  oroM,  tboogh  it  emiu  no  imell  of 
lulpbur,  that  I  can  diioOTeri  but,  having 
bean  wreathed  with  fiowar*  while  in  pot. 
leaiioo  of  tbe  Brahmini,  the  odoor  origi- 
nally emitted,  nay  by  tbeie  be  ooaoeaM.

But  hi* 
peculiar  excellence  a>  a  teacher  wai  a 
Buit  uucommon  faculty,  ariaing  from 
Um  great  peripicuity  and  diitinctneii 
of  hi*  conception*,  of  leading  bit  bear- 
en  *tep  by  itep  through  the  whole  pro- 
eeis  of  the  moit  complex  1  n vex i gallon, 
with  auch  admirable  eleameii,  that  they 
were  induced  to  think  that  be  wa*  fol- 
lowing out  a  natural  order  which  could 
not  be  avoided,  at  the  very  time  when 
he  wu  eahibiting  a  ipeclmen  of  the 
moit  refined  and  lubtle  analytii.  With 
bim  ibe  Student  did  out  merely  aeeo- 
mulate  fact*,  iiute  down  dry  reiulti,  or 
■tare  at  amuiinK  eiperimeulti  be  wai 
led  irreaUiibly  to eaerciie hti  own  mind, 
and  trained  to  the  habiii  of  accurate 
jndoetion.  To  thoie  tolid  attainment* 
tthleb  entitled  Dr.  Murray  to  itand  In 
the  flnt  rank  ai  a  nan  of  tcienee,  waa 
united  a  refined  taite,  and  a  liberal  ac- 
qnaintaiiee  with  every  labjeet  of  genr- 
nl  intereit  In  literatare.  Hi*  mannen 
wera  ea*y,  pallia,  and  UDprctemUo^, 
regulated  by  a  delicaia  ■cn*e  of  pro- 
|irietv,  with  mucb  of  that  limpllciiy 
wbieb  ID  often  accompaniee  atrenfth 
of  eharacter  and  originality  of  mind. 
He  role  to  eminence  by  the  Intriniie 
force  of  bi*  talent*;  be  wai  above  all 
the  aecond-hand  arti  by  whicb  lo 
mtaj  labmir  to  attract  attention  ;  and 
a  native  dignity  of  lentlment,  and 
manly  apirit  of  independence,  kept  him 
aloof  from  all  tboie  petty  Intriguea 
wblcb  are  ao  often  employed  with  luc- 
•eu  to  bolater-np  inferior  preteniloni.

Tallien  Dbaerrrd  tbe 
waoton  TioUnre  of  tbe  QoTernmeoi ;  and 
determined  to  reliere  h1<  country  from 
tbe  tyranny  which  diagraced  ii.  He  wiab- 
ad  to  accompliab  bit  object  in  the  oidl- 
nary  conria  of  political  cbaoge  ;  but  the

Tallien  aniwered  aiarely— "  Be  pri- 
dent,  aa  I  ahall  prore  brarc ;  and,  absn 
all,  ba  tranquil." 

The  oeil  day  he  bnrrled  to  tbe  Tii- 
bnnil,  and,  tegaidleai  of  danger,  aecaatJ 
Ibe  mimeant  Uobeipierre  in  hia  oaa  pn- 
aence-  Tbe  eloquence  of  Tallien  had  >l- 
waya  been  oommanding  and  impreuin; 
but  on  tfaia  occaaion,  it  vai  compared  ta 
tbe  impetoaut  Bowing  of  a  rirer,  wkae 
coune  had  been  prematurely  atopptd. 
He  pDUrlrayed  Ihe  vicei  of  Robfipicnr 
and  hia  companioni :  the  crnelly  aod  Ik 
other  cicetaei  of  their  UoTcmmeBt,  abid 
had  deprired  France  oF  her  BBit  illM- 
trioui  citiieoi.
